Untiring in his efforts on behalf of the farmers of the West in the 
early days he soon found a place in the public life of Saskatchewan and 
was elected to the Saskatchewan Legislature for the Province for Id 
years. In 1921 he was elected to the House of Commons and entered the 
government of that Jay in charge of the agricultural department. 

Dr. Motherwell is an honorary member of the British Society of 
Agriculture. In 1923 he was given the degree of LL.D., from the Uni- 
vsrsity of Saskatchewan, and also holds the order of Commander of 
^^riculturc Merit.

In Its early btage:.’ cancer is a local 
condition and, if it is completely re 
moved or de^tnyo ' whTo it ii sill 
n local condition a cure is effected 
cH the cancer dees not recur. If an 
rarly diafpiTsis is not made, then 
the cancer spreads to other parts, 
and of jer it has begun to spread it Is 
Increasingly difficult to deal with 
Kucceeafully. 

The most pracllcTl w-ay to have can 
cer or other dieases d’seovere ’ early 
Is for each person to go tn his family 
doctor, r»iice a year, for a Health Ex-' 
amination. Such an examination affor 
ds the oppoit unity for the .-fscovery 
of diBeasc in Its early stages, and 
so treatment may be started at the 
time whsn it offers the best chance 
rf cure. This is one of the reasons 
why we ‘4 vise every person to have' 
a Health Examination once a year by 
Ulo family physician. 

There are conditions which if they 
occur should be consVered as danger 
nignols They do not necessarily mean 
career, but tey are sufficiently sus¬ 
picious to send the persons in whom 
they occur to their ‘t'oetor without 
delay. The doctor w'll be able because 
of the knowledge and skill which he 
possesses, to decide whether or not 
cancer Is present.
